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REPORT  FOR  1928. 
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HUHE  COMMITTEE  has  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
*•  58th  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  to  the 
Subscribers. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety- three  patients  were 
admitted,  as  against  376  in  1927.  Of  these,  281  were 
discharged  as  recovered  or  cured  ;  29  as  condition 

improved  ;  14  as  condition  relieved  ;  one  as  incurable  ; 
six  after  X-Ray  examination  only  ;  five  after  admission 
for  observation  only  ;  11  were  transferred  ;  four  took 
their  discharge  ;  one  mother  was  admitted  with  child  ; 
one  infant  was  born  in  the  Hospital  ;  21  deaths  occurred 
and  19  patients  remained  in  the  Hospital  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  operations  were 
performed,  including  49  major  operations. 

The  number  of  days  the  beds  were  occupied 
totalled  5,165,  as  against  5,378  in  1927. 

The  detention  rate  per  patient  was  13.1  days, 
and  the  number  of  patients  to  beds  15.7. 

The  following  legacies  were  received  : — Under 
the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Silvester  £350,  and  of  the  late 
Mr.  W.  M.  Moss  £500.  These  amounts  have  been  in¬ 
vested  in  4  per  cent.  Consols. 

Finance. — On  the  General  Account  Receipts, 
including  the  balance  of  £16  4s.  2d.  brought  forward 
from  the  1927  account,  were  £2,799  6s.  5d.  Expendi¬ 
ture  amounted  to  £2,110  4s.  9d.,  leaving  a  credit  balance 
of  £689  Is,  8d,  on  this  account. 
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Of  the  Special  Accounts,  the  X-Ray  Account 
shows  a  credit  balance  of  £215  Os.  lid.,  and  the  Build¬ 
ing  Account  a  debit  balance  of  £26  9s.  8d.,  leaving  a 
total  credit  balance  of  £877  12s.  lid. 

On  analysing,  the  revenue  account  under  receipts, 
payments  by  patients,  societies,  etc.,  show  an  increase 
of  nearly  £400,  and  ^£60  more  from  the  Saturday  and 
Sunday  Hospital  Fund.  Under  expenditure  there  are 
considerable  decreases  under  the  headings  of  Gas, 
Electric  Light,  Firing,  Laundry  and  Nursing  Staff. 

These  are  the  main  items  which  enable  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  present  the  most  satisfactory  balance  sheet 
recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  This  good  result 
has  been  achieved  in  a  year  when  considerable  altera¬ 
tions  and  re-decoration  were  carried  out,  necessitating 
the  closing  of  some  of  the  wards  for  several  weeks.  That 
this  situation  was  successfully  dealt  with  by  the  Matron, 
and  her  Staff,  is  shown  by  an  increase  of  17  in  the  number 
of  admissions  over  that  of  1927.

The  alterations  consisted  in  throwing  the  room 
adjoining  the  women’s  ward  into  this  ward.  The  room 
had  been  set  apart  for  the  patients’  sitting-room,  and  was 
very  rarely  used  for  this  purpose.  The  Committee  felt  that 
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with  a  south  aspect,  and  large  window,  it  would  make  an 
ideal  addition  to  the  women’s  ward,  and  give  four  more 
beds.  It  has  made  a  splendid  ward  of  eight  beds,  with 
abundance  of  window  space,  ensuring  plenty  of  sun¬ 
light.  Now  the  largest  room  in  the  Hospital,  it  afforded 
great  joy  at  Christmas  time,  when  the  inmates  were 
assembled  in  it  and  entertained  by  the  Matron,  Nursing 
Staff  and  many  kind  friends.  The  two  men’s  wards  in 
the  East  Wing,  and  the  corridor,  were  included  in  the 
contract  for  re-decoration,  and  in  the  coming  year  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  1922 — 23  extension  on  the 
first  floor,  and  outside  painting  of  the  new  block  will 
have  to  be  similarly  dealt  with. 

The  Saturday  and  Sunday  Hospital  Fund  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  most  valuable  asset  to  the  finances  of  the 
Hospital,  and  in  handing  over  the  record  sum  of  £390, 
the  Committee  express  their  gratitude  to  Mr.  F.  W. 
Russell,  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  H.  Wilkins,  Hon.  Secretary, 
and  to  the  members  of  their  Committee  for  their  most 
successful  and  untiring  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital. 

Whilst  all  gifts  are  acknowledged  monthly  in  the 
Local  Paper,  free  of  charge  by  the  kindness  of  the 
proprietor,  the  Committee  desire  to  record  their  grateful 
thanks  to  the  following  :  Miss  Amev,  many  gifts  to  the 
Children’s  Wards,  scales  for  the  kitchen,  milk  through¬ 
out  the  year.  From  Stodham  Park  Gardens,  large 
quantities  of  fruit  and  vegetables  throughout  the  year. 
Lady  Harrison,  re-stocking  of  linen  for  the  “  Harrison  ” 
Wards,  large  quantities  of  new  laid  eggs  every  month, 
amounting  to  over  100  dozen.  Mrs.  Fitton,  fruit, 
preserving  sugar  and  gifts  for  Christmas.  Mrs.  Hannay, 
a  4- wheel  couch.  Laura  Lady  Airedale,  special  dona¬ 
tions,  and  collections  and  sale  of  tinfoil.  Colonel 
Baxendale,  joints  of  pork  and  lamb,  and  supplies  of 
cream.  Colonel  Marden,  a  medical  couch.  Mrs.  Bowles, 
quantities  of  kitchen  and  nursing  requisites  and  grocer- 
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ies.  Mr.  J.  H.  Frankeiss  for  a  donation  of  25  guineas 
in  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  attention  received 
by  Mrs.  Franckeiss  and  himself  whilst  inmates  of  the 
general  wards.  And  from  the  Steep  and  Harting 
Women’s  Institutes,  large  quantities  of  groceries. 

The  response  to  the  Committee’s  appeal  for 
vegetables  has  brought  to  the  Hospital  a  most  generous 
supply,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  continued  as  they 
are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  staff. 

In  the  decoration  and  furnishing  of  the  enlarged 
Ward,  special  thanks  are  recorded  to  Sir  Heath 
Harrison  for  his  gift  of  a  block  floor,  and  the  cost  of 
staining  and  polishing,  and  one  tiled-top  locker.  To 
Lady  Harrison,  eight  chairs  and  2  arm  chairs,  and  one 
locker.  And  one  locker  from  each  of  the  following  : 
Lady  Kelly,  Major  Lyall,  Dr.  Campbell  Cooke,  Captain 
Cory  ton  and  Mr.  English. 

From  the  list  of  donations,  special  mention  is  due 
to  Mrs.  and  Miss  Baxendale  for  their  kindness  in  arrang¬ 
ing  theatricals  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital.  To 
Bedales  School  for  their  continued  support.  To  the 
Police  v.  Tradesmen  of  Petersfield  football  match,  and 
to  the  Liphook  Bonfire  Carnival. 

“  Egg  ”  Week  brought  5,016  eggs  to  the  Hospital, 
and  £9  2s.  lid.  in  money;  from  this  sum  the  expenses  of 
the  week  were  paid  and  the  remainder  expended  in  the 
purchase  of  new-laid  eggs  during  the  year. 

“  Pound  ”  Week  produced  £37  8s.  Od.  in  money, 
and  l,574flbs.  in  kind.  After  payment  of  expenses 
(printing  and  postage)  and  purchase  of  various  extras 
for  the  Christmas  week,  £31  16s.  Od.  was  credited  to  the 
general  account.  The  large  amount  of  food  produced  by 
these  two  weeks,  together  with  the  Harvest  Festival 
Offerings  from  the  Churches,  and  many  gifts  of  game 
and  other  food  during  the  year,  enable  the  Committee 
to  show  the  small  cost  of  Is.  Ojd.  per  day  per  inmate, 
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and  they  do  gratefully  thank  all  the  donors,  and  the 
organisers  and  collectors  for  their  very  substantial  and 
practical  help. 

The  X-Ray  installation  is  frequently  in  use,  and 
continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  not  only  to  the 
Hospital  patients,  but  to  many  coming  in  from  the  sur¬ 
rounding  districts. 

The  West  Sussex  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme 
has  made  a  good  start  in  this  neighbourhood,  and  during 
the  year  several  patients  have  been  admitted  under  it ; 
the  first  payment  from  this  fund  (£29  5s.  Od.)  is  recorded 
in  this  balance  sheet. 

The  Linen  League,  under  the  kind  direction  of 
Miss  Amey,  has  supervised  the  stock  and  made  consider¬ 
able  addition  to  it,  from  the  subscriptions  to  the  League, 
collected  by  members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee.  Also, 
mending  parties  have  been  held  fortnightly  to  deal  with 
repairs,  and  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  League 
in  keeping  the  stock  in  good  condition. 

The  successful  management  and  administration 
of  the  Hospital,  under  the  Matron,  Miss  Charlton, 
recorded  in  the  last  report,  is  again  reflected  in  this ; 
indeed  its  present  flourishing  condition  is  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  her  skill  and  ability  in  dealing  with  all 
coming  under  her  care,  and  the  adequate  and  efficient 
staff  under  her  has  materially  added  to  the  smooth 
running  of  the  work,  which  at  times  has  been  very 
heavy,  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  wish  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  her 
excellent  services  and  devotion  to  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 

Lastly,  the  Committee  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff,  by  the  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Solicitor, 
by  members  of  the  B.R.C.S.,  and  others  who  in  various 
wavs  are  always  readv  and  willing  to  offer  their  services 
to  the  Hospital.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


1. - — The  Institution  shall  be  called  “The  Petersfield 
Cottage  Hospital,”  and  is  provided  (except  as  to  the 
two  West  Wing  Wards,  given  by  Sir  Heath  Harrison, 
Bart.)  for  the  benefit  of  those  persons  who,  when  over¬ 
taken  by  sickness  or  accident,  are  unable  to  obtain  that 
accommodation,  care  and  attention  which  the  more 
affluent  can  command,  and  the  destitute  have  by  law 
provided  for  them. 

2.  — The  advantages  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  limited  to 
persons  residing  within  a  radius  of  eight  miles  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Petersfield,  except  in  the  case  of  acci¬ 
dents  brought  into  the  Hospital. 

3.  — No  case  of  the  diseases  which  are  commonly  called 
contagious  or  infectious,  or  any  case  which  is  incurable 
or  mental,  or  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
would  require  too  protracted  treatment,  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted. 

4.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee,  who  shall  consist  of  the  following  : — 
President,  Trustees,  Vice-Presidents,  and  14  elected 
Members,  together  with  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff, 
Treasurer  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being.  On  the 
occurrence  of  a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  offices,  such  vac¬ 
ancy  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee. 

5.  — The  Committee  shall  elect  four  Trustees,  in 
whose  names  the  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested 
and  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  removed  by  death, 
by  desire  to  retire,  or  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  Committee. 
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6.  — The  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  consist  of 
12  Subscribers  to  the  Hospital  Funds,  two  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  Committee  of  the  Petersfield  Saturday 
and  Sunday  Hospital  Fund,  and  one  Member  of  the 
Ladies’  Committee.  Such  Members  shall  be  Annual 
Subscribers  of  at  least  £1  Is.  Od.,  and  not  less  than  four 
shall  be  elected  from  the  Urban  area  of  Petersfield. 
Four  of  these  12  shall  retire  every  year  in  rotation. 
Retiring  members  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

7.  — Four  Members  shall  form  a  quorum  at  any  Meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Committee. 

8.  — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every 
month  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  all  business  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  Hospital. 

9.  — Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Committee  and  Sub-Committees  shall  be  recorded  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman . 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  sub¬ 
committees  for  any  purpose  whatsoever. 

10.  — An  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  of  5s.  and 
upwards^shalUbe  held  in^ February  every  year  injthe 
Hospital, ^or  some  other  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the 
Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  from  the 
Committee,  electing  Committee,  Officers  and  Auditor 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  transacting  any  other  business 
relating  to  the  Hospital. 

11.  — A  Special  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  may 
be  summoned  at  any  time  by  the  Honorary  Secretary 
on  the  written  request  of  not  less  than  ten  Subscribers. 
Seven  days’  notice  at  least  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given 
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and  the  notice  shall  express  the  object  for  which  the 
same  is  desired  to  be  held. 

12.  — Conduct  Of  Meetings.  At  all  Meetings  all  ques¬ 
tions  shall  be,  in  the  first  instance,  determined  by  show 
of  hands  ;  after  which  a  ballot  shall  be  granted  if  de¬ 
manded  by  five  of  those  present,  and  the  numbers 
being  equal  in  either  case,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a 
second  or  casting  vote.  Any  motion  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  those  present.  No  order  or  resolution 
duly  put  and  carried  at  any  meeting  shall  be  rescinded, 
annulled  or  altered  without  at  least  one  month’s  notice 
of  the  intended  recission,  annulment,  or  alteration 
being  given  in  writing  to  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

13. — The  Hen.  Treasurer  and  Finances.  An  Hon. 

Treasurer,  either  a  Member  of  the  Committee  or  of  the 
staff  of  a  Bank,  shall  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  for  one  year.  He  shall  not 
pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  any  draft  or  order  upon  him 
unless  it  be  signed  by  two  members  of  the  Committee, 
and  countersigned  by  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

14.  — The  Accounts  shall  be  audited  once  in  every  year 
by  the  Honorary  Auditor. 

15.  — The  annual  and  other  subscriptions  and  donations 
received,  and  the  dividends  of  any  invested  capital  of 
the  Hospital,  shall  be  applied  in  the  discharge  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  expenses,  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Hospital ; 
and  all  monies  beyond  what  may  be  requisite  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  invested  in  any  investment 
authorised  by  Trustees  as  the  Committee  may  deem 
best. 

16.  — The  Medical  staff.  The  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  shall  consist  of  Honorary  Consulting  Medical 
Officers  and  not  more  than  six  Honorary  Medical 
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Officers,  one  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon  and  one 
Honorary  Radiologist,  and  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Committee  as  they  occur.  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  can  remain  on  the  staff  up  to  the  age  of  60. 

17.  — Ladies  Committee.  In  addition  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  there  shall  be  a  Ladies’  Committee  of  not  less 
than  five  or  more  than  seven,  who  will  undertake,  with 
the  Matron,  the  supervision  of  household  requisites  for 
the  Hospital.  This  Committee  shall  meet  each  month 
previous  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Committee,  and 
shall  report  through  one  of  its  members  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary  any  matters  of  importance. 

A  record  of  such  meetings  shall  be  kept  in  a  book. 
Two  members  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Committee 
shall  also  elect  every  month  one  or  two  of  their  Members 
to  act  as  visitors. 

One  Member  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  may  be 
nominated  to  attend  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Hospital  Committee.  The  Lady  Members  shall  continue 
in  office,  and  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  by  them  as  they 
occur. 

18.  — The  Honorary  Secretary.  The  Honorary  Sec¬ 
retary  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting 
of  Subscribers  for  one  year  ;  and  he  shall  prepare  the 
Annual  Balance  Sheet  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  request  him. 
A  paid  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed  and  em¬ 
ployed,  if  considered  desirable  by  the  Committee. 

19.  — The  Matron,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  shall  hold  office  subject  to  an  agreement  to  be 
approved  of  by  that  body. 


20, — Patients  shall  be  admitted  on  the  recommenda- 
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tion  of  any  Member  of  the  Medical  Staff,  or  their  medical 
attendant,  should  the  case  be  suitable. 

21.  — The  scales  Of  payment  for  patients  shall  be  as 
follows  : — 

From  10s.  per  week  upwards  according  to  their 
means.  The  amount  in  each  case  to  be  decided  by  the 
Honorary  Secretary  and  confirmed  by  the  Committee  at 
their  next  meeting  following  the  admission.  For  Private 
patients  admitted  to  the  two  West  Wing  Wards,  given 
by  Sir  Heath  Harrison,  six  guineas  per  week  ;  for  those 
admitted  to  the  other  single  Wards,  four  guineas  per 
week  exclusive  of  dressings,  theatre  fee  and  special 
nurses. 

22.  — Alteration  Of  Rules.  All  the  preceding  Rules 
and  Regulations  may  be  amended,  altered,  added  to,  or 
rescinded  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  by 
the  general  body  of  subscribers  assembled  at  an  Annual 
or  Special  Meeting,  notice  in  writing  being  given  to  the 
Honorary  Secretary  at  least  a  month  before,  of  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  the  proposed  amendment,  alteration,  addition 
or  recission  ;  provided  always  that  two-thirds  of  those 
present  at  the  Meeting  vote  for  such  amendment,  altera¬ 
tion,  addition  or  recission. 

23.  — Visitors  to  Patients.  Visitors  may  visit  patients 
on  Sundays,  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  2  to  4, 
not  more  than  two  visitors  to  one  patient  to  be  in  the 
Ward  at  the  same  time.  In  urgent  cases  patients  may  be 
visited  at  any  time  on  application  to  the  Matron.

HOSPITAL  FUND  HIGHER  THAN  EVER. 


Another  Wonderful  Result. 

All  previous  records  in  connection  with 
the  Petersfield  Hospital  Saturday  and 
Sunday  Fund  Collection  have  gone  by  the 
board  as  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the 
workers  in  that  good  cause  in  the  year 
just  past.  We  are  now  in  a  position  to 
publish  the  balance  sheet  and  full  details 
of  the  1928  collection,  revealing  the 
wonderful  fact  that  no  less  a  sum  than 
£400  or  nearly  £70  more  than  the  year 
before  was  raised  for  hospital  assistance 
by  this  means.  What  a  fine  tribute  is  that 
to  the  devoted  work  and  organising 
ability  of  the  keen  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Wilkins  and  his  colleagues  on  the 
Committee  and  to  the  sympathy  and 
generous  support  of  the  public  !  And 
how  very  helpful  and  encouraging  such  a 
practical  appreciation  of  the  value  of 
voluntary  hospitals  to  the  community, 
the  Petersfield  Cottage  Hospital  in 
particular,  must  be.  It  is  especially 
interesting  to  take  note  of  the  sources 
from  which  such'  a  magnificent  total  as 
this  (of  which  everybody  who  is  at  all 
anxious  for  the  hospital’s  prosperity 
and  efficiency  can  well  be  proud)  has  been 
derived.  As  was  anticipated  owing  to  the 
loss  to  the  Fund  through  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Beck,  of  Elmwood,  one  of  the  biggest 
donations  on  which  the  Committee  had 
been  able  to  count  for  many  years  was 
not  available,  but  otherwise  there  was  no 
falling  off  in  the  amount  given  direct  or 
through  collecting  lists.  Neither  was  there 
any  very  subsrantial  reduction  in  the 
contents  of  the  collecting  boxes  and  the 
receipts  from  other  usual  sources  of  income 
showred  little  or  no  variation  on  last  year's 
figures.  In  place,  however,  of  some 
competitions  and  a  w  hist  drive  which  the 
year  before  brought  in  not  far  short  of  £40, 
and  to  try  and  make  up  for  any  deficiency 
in  respect  of  donations,  a  Gift  Distribution 
Scheme  was  introduced  and  our  readers 
are  aware  of  the  extraordinary  success 
which  attended  this  popular  innovation. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  particulars  given 
no  less  a  sum  than  £133  9s.  6d.  was  raised 
through  this  venture  which  will  no  doubt 
continue  to  be  a  method  of  augmenting  the 
fund.  Besides  this  there  was  a  new 
contribution  of  £24  from  a  race  meeting 
organised  by  the  Petersfield  Motor  Cycle 
and  Light  Car  Club.  So  the  Committee 
have  the  great  gratification  of  being  able 
this  year  to  hand  over  to  the  Petersfield 
Cottage  Hospital  the  splendid  sum  of  £390, 
to  give  the  usual  donation  to  the  Ports¬ 
mouth  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  whilst  keep¬ 
ing  in  hand  for  any  special  call  that  may 
arise  betewen  £9  and  £10.  This  must  be  a 
source  of  immense  satisfaction  to  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  people 
generally  of  this  neighbourhood  who,  we 
are  sure,  are  desirous  that  the  Cottage 
Hospital  may  be  able  to  carry  on  its 
good  service  to  the  community  without 
undue  financial  stress.  It  is  worth  noting 
among  the  details  of  the  collection  now 
under  review  that  the  Matron  and  Nurses 
raised  £24  9s.  2d.  of  the  total,  the  Peters¬ 
field  Women’s  Institute  and  Blue  Triangle 
Club  £18  10s.  lid.  and  that  of  the  150  or 
so  collecting  boxes  circulated,  Mr.  Graziani 
“  The  George  Inn,”  Petersfield,  headed 
the  list  with  £7  15s.  3d.,  the  “  Blue  Anchor’ 
again  taking  a  high  place  with  £3  12s.  lOd.
